HARBOUR IMPROVEMENT AT 
é MACAO... : 


- @HE CHANNEL COMPLETED, 


The contract Which was entrusted by 
the Government of Macao to the engineer- 
ing firm of Messrs. D. Macdonald & Co., 
of Hongkong, for making 4 channel to 
the inner harbour of Macao hina just been 
completed, well within the contract time. 
The channel is 6,100 metres long by 43 
metres wide (in English measurement 
20,000Ft. long and 150 wide), and the con- 
tract called tor the worl: to be. completed 
in twelve: months from July ist, 1911, 
though an extension of two months was 
provided far should the contractors claim 
the necessity for it, - Very little inter- 
ruption, however, was caused by typhoons | 
Jast scason, and the contract was ¢om- 
pleted on tho 12th inst, The dopth.of the 
channel is Lift. in the Jowent recorded low 
water spring tides, .40, that’ when the 
channel is opencd the steamers that ply 
between Hongkong and Macao’ will be 
able to approach the inner harbour with- 
out danger of sticking in the. mud, as 
has so frequently happened in the past. 
It is intended to buoy. the channel on 
the south side and to light it with Wigon 
patent Jights. These lights will consume 
kerosine oil and will burn for @ month 
without attention, , 

As many of our readers will know, 
Messrs. Macdonald & Co. have been using 
the Hongkong and Whampoa Dock Com- 
pany’s dredger, the Canton diver, for this 
work, and since the-firsat two months of 
the contract the mud has been loaded into 
‘hopper harges, _ specially constructed, 


and three tow boats have been, used in }P

Harbour would involve the’ removal ‘of 
400,000 metres of mud,. principally from 
the vicinity of the wharves, The -pro- 
vision of a commodious wharf, provided 
with cranes ‘to facilitate the working of 
carga is also suggested; as well as rails 
for the transport of merchandise in the 
Inncr Praya. | A_ patent slip and the 
necessary workshops are described 
among the pressing needs of the port.

ADDRESS, 

The Fiji Timea of June 4th contains’ 
the. following account of the departure 
of HUE. the Governor from Fiji :— 

On Saturday evening. a large and re- 
presentative gathering ussembled at the 
Suva Town Hall to witness the presenta- 
tion of the Colonists’ farewell address to 
His Excellency Sir F. H. May. 

The Hon. Henry Marks, who, as senior 
elected member of the Legislative Council 
present, had the honour of making the 
presentation, daid i— é 

“Your ExcolleneyIt is. very grati- 
fying to me'to be ‘privileged to present 
to you an address from the colunists of 
Miji just prior to your departure from 
the Colony to take up the important posi- 
tion of Governor of Hongkong, one of the 
principal gateways of the world. 

“My Soclings to-day are twofold :—I 
have firat to congratulate, you on your 
preferment. (Hear, hear.) Promotion is 
often the result of influence, but we have 
only to study your record in the official 
list, together with our knowledge of your 
capacity for work, to discover that your 
steady advancement, is the result ‘of 
brains, assisted by a close attention to 
the duties you bave from time to_time 
been ealied upon to perform. (Hear, 
hear.) : ‘ ; 

"Tt is very vare for an official to rise

Fiji, and whilst we deeply regret your 
departure the Colonists quite realise that] 
they would be very narrow-minded to 
fool in the slightest degree anything but 
leased. ab your promotion.

“This Colony has suffered considerably 
in tho past by thy withdrawal of our 
Governors at a time when they are begin- 
ning to, understand our wants, and we 
are, at all times, liable to. lobe the ser- 
vier of a first-eliss man so long as ather 
Colunies can: offer promotion.

In chins investigution of the ilbsory 
sounds of the car, Dr. Marage has 
examined 1,000 cases of chronic deafness, 
finding that 37 of the persons-were deaf 
and dumb, that 151 had becoine deaf from 
abscess or stppuration, and that in- 612 
the organs of hearing had hardened. The 


false sounds ‘were not heard by the deaf |- 


and dumb, and by only “10 per cent. of 
the second class uf pationts. Of persons 
having hardened organg, 16 per cent. had 
no illusions of sound; 16 per cent. heard 
whistling - and hissing, 1% per cent.: 
“whistling with other sounds} and“32 per” 
cent. nu whistling, but such sounds as 
those of bells, sea-shells, and pulse-beats. 
Sometimes there were. such vocal sounds 
as the croaking ‘of frogs, the cries of 
a-mob, and mysteriously repeated words. 
Derangement of hearing seems to be -most' 
often due to irritations of the auditory: 
norve-centres} but the whistling~the most 
common of the imagined sounds—has been 
curiously traced-to a very minute dis- 
placement of the. stirrup-bone, onc of the 
threo tiny bones of the middle car. It 
has proven: possible, moreover, to jar 
this Lone back into place by means. of a 
siren, producing sound-waves of any 
desired length and intensity.
